QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 

Question: Mr. Albert G. asks: “Should persons 
with high blood pressure avoid milk and meat in 
their diet?” 

Answer: One with high blood pressure should 
use a fasting cure to reduce the blood pressure to 
normal Sometimes a milk diet is effective as a 
treatment if only tw oquarts of milk are used a 
day and no other food of any kind. After the blood 
preshure has become normal it is perfectly safe 
for the patient to use a diet which contains one- 
fourth of a pound of meat daily besides one or two 
eggs. The rest of the diet should be made up 
mostly of non-starchy vegetables. 

Question: S. asks: “Can a sprain cause a curva- 
ture of the spine? Also, can a disease cause a 
curvature, and, if so, would an operation be neces- 
sary to clear it up? Is it possible to trace the cause 
back to birth, and yet not show a curvature until 
grown?” 

Answer: Curvature of the spine is usually caused 
by Pott's diseare, although it may be possible that 
it was caused by an accident or other trouble. 
Your doctor could undoubtedly determine the cause 
after examining you. If you will send me his re- 
port, I will be pleased to advise you about the 
treatment.

As a result of winter conditions, 
he said, and of the weather and 
ground conditions in the 
whereby fires spread rapidly, fires 
set for the purpose of clearing land 
and fires from other cawses, assum- 
ed dangerous proportions and re- 
sulted in an enormous loss of forest | 
and private property. In addition,
